PREFACE 


TO 

THE SECOND EDITION. 


In the Preface to tiic First Editioi^of this work 1 
stated that 1 hud jiiueli pleasure in compiling; it, 
in the hope that it ini^ht he*useful to the busy 
practitioner. The })ublicatioii of a new Pharma- 
copoeia common to (*reat Britain, in which many 
new preparations are introduced, many old ones 
omitted, and the names and coin})osition of others 
largely altered, renders it imperatively necessary, 
in the interests of the publie, that , all who are 
called upon to juesciibe should make tliemselvea 
acquainted with these several changes. Ami it 
was with the view of faeilituting this study that 1 
resolved on devoting a little turn* to what 1 jioped 
might not piove unpiotitahle lor those for whose 
benefit it was undei taken. 

I thought, moreover, that the utility of the 
work would he still lurther increased if, in addi- 
tion to the Phurmacopmiai preparations, olhers 
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were inireduced which expenenoe had proved to he 
of value* 

Tke present edition is so entirely regoaodelled 
and enlarged, that it may almost be regarded as a 
new work. , 

The arrangement now adopted will, I trust, be 
found more convenient to those who make it their 
companion in practice. I have not, indeed, done 
away with what was a principal feature, and 1 
hope a nAerit, in the last edition — viz., the thera* 
peutical classi^oation of remedies; but 1 have 
arranged this m a different order, and have sub- 
ordinated it to the main part of the work — ^the 
alphabetical arrangement of drugs and pharma- 
ceutical preparations, their composition, action, 
and doses. This, which constitutes Part 1., is 
literally, I hope, as easy for reference as A, B, C, 
It differs from the arrangement of the British 
. Pharmacopoeia*' in this important respect, that 
1 have gro\ipod together, in proper alphabetical 
order, under their respective headings, uU the 
preparations of each individual drug; so that^the 
student or practitioner may see at a glance the 
olBoinal and other preparations from which seleo* 
tion may be made according to the object desired. 

In the British Pharmacopoeia," on the oou- 
tj^y, Lmiments, Mixtures, Powders, Tine* 
tnres, (lb., are separated from the dru^, mi 
g^ped in tkeir alphabetical order, under ihf 
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initiftl lettew L, M, P, T, &o.| respectively; m 
arrangement which, it appears to tne, has this 
great drawback, that it necessitates reference 
to different parts of the work for information^ re- 
specting the several preparations of any given drug. 

Further, it will be observed as a novelty in this 
edition, that all non-ofhcinal preparations, among 
which are many of great value, and of frequent use 
in practice, are printed in red ink, as a means of 
really distinguishing them from the pharma- 
coposial compounds. 

Part II. comprises a ** Classification of Kemedies 
according to action,” also grotfped in Alphabetical 
order, with reference to the page in Part I., where 
the drug in question is described. This, I hope and 
believe, will be found useful to the practitioner. 

Part III. contains some brief Remarks on the 
Art of Prescribing. 

Part IV. gives a short Account oyPoisons and 
their Antidotes. 

Part V. details some of the principal Baths and 
Mineral Waters, with their leading chemical cha- 
racteristics. 

Xiastly, the Appendix contains a table of ele- 
mentary bodies with their chemical symbols and 
equivalent numbers ; also, tables of the weights and 
measures of the British Pharmacopoeia with their 
symbols, together with the corresponding cues in 
ih© French system. 
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In r«fereiii3e to the alterations in the weighta in- 
trodnoed into the Pharmacopoeia of 1864, and the 
abolition of all signs or symbols in prescrib- 
ing, which was then ordered, but in the pre- 
sent Fhanuacopodia is made optional, it will be 
noticed that I have adhered to the plan of my 
former edition, and have adopted the changes as to 
weiffhta i the drachm and scruple are not men- 
tioned, nor are their signs used, but only tbe grain 
and the ounce ; but as regards measures iotjluide, 
I have retaine dsthe signs of tbe dracbm and ounce 
only prefixing tbe letter f., signifying fluid. The 
manifest convenience of these symbols in place of 
the more clumsy fi.drm. or drs., and the fi.osss., is 
such, that it is thought they will still be in general 
use, and henc^ their retention here. 

I must repeat what 1 stated in the preface to 
the last edition, that my intention has not been 
in any way tft give directions how to make, bat 
only how to U99 these preparations, to state their 
composition, and to give briefiy an outline of the 
process adopted in the manufacture of some of 
them. In short, my desire has been to make a 
work which might be useful in daily prael^oe ; and 
in this 1 hope X have succeeded*

The only difference, then, that is nect^saary betW'eCn 
I tiie vaginal and rectal suppository, is in regard to 
the amount of drug employed, and, as a rule, the

PAET III. 

ON THE ’ART OF PRESCRIBING. 


TlwMlowmg rules to be observed in regard to the 
Art ^(^rmrihing will, I think, be found useful to the 
practitioner, as indicating the ** principles of medicinal 
combination'’ which should guide him in the seleottou 
of remedies, bo as the more efficiently to secure the 
object sought for. The rules are culled from Dr. 
Paris’ ** Pharmaeologia/' and 1 have added some ex- 
amples in iUustratioD of each. 

1. To promote the Action of the Baeie. 

I. By combining several different forms or prepara- 
tions of the same substance. As, for example, in ad- 
ministering tinctures and infusions of the same drug. 

II. By combining the basis with substances which 
are of an analogous nature— i.e., which are individually 
capable of producing the same, or kindred effects, but 
with less energy than when in combination with each 

For example, krameria and logwood ; ntherand 
Camphor ; henbane and belladonna ; rhubarb and oolo- 
Oynth, Ac. 

III. By combining the basis with substances of a 
different nature, and which do not exert any chemical 
inffuence upon it, but are found by experience, or in- 
ferred by analogy^ to be capable of rendei^ the 
•fcomaeht or ayttem, more susceptible of its aotimik 
As examples may be instanced quassia with steel, tar^ 
tar emetto with sulphfte of magnesia, ipeoaouanha 
and hntiiiKiny, Ac.

catechu and chalk mixture ; acid and hark, &o. 

II, By combining medicines which have diderent 
powers, and which are required to obviate different 
symptoms, or to answer different indications. For 
exaniple, myrrh and aloes ; opium and logwood ; sul- 
phate of iron and sulphate of magnesia, &c. 

4. To obtain a Vew and Active Bemedy, not 
afforded by any single substance. 

I By combining medicines which excite different 
actions in the stomach and system, in consequence of 
which new or modified results are produced. Exam- 
ples of this are seen in the combination of opium and 
antimony ; opium, nitrate of potash, and ipecacuanha ; 
gentian and sei^ Ao. 

U, By combining substanoes which have the pro* 
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pKtif of cbomionlij ujkhi Mh other ; the reeiilti 
of whiehere^ 

(a) The formation of new compouncls-^for inatance, 
lemon juice and carbonate of eoda ; acetic 
acid and ammonia, &o. 

(&) The decompoeition of the original ingredient, 
and the development of its more active ele> 
mentfl — aa in adding spirit to dry aconite leaves, 
citric acid to bicarbonate of potash, &o. 

III« By combining substanceQ between which no 
Other i&aoM is induced than a diminution or increase 
in the solubility of the principles in which their medi* 
oinal virtues reside. 

(а) By the intervention of substances that act chemi> 
oally, such us acetic acid and acetate of lead ; 
sulphuric acid and sulphate of magnesia ; acetic 
acid and acetate of morphia, &g.

III. In regard to consistence or equable inixtsre.

11. Chalybentei.

12. Sulpkturottf Watert. 

These contain snlphar, snlpharets of metals, and 
aolphnretted hydrogen, with a good deal of ohlofide 
of eodium. They occur as hot and cold springs; among 
the former the most important are the waters of Aix- 
la-Cbapelle 116^ to 132*^ ; Baden, near Vienna, 89 '* to 
95* ; the springs of Hehadia, in Hungaiw, 70® to 144® ; 
of Baden, in SwitserlMid, 117* to 122® ; of Aixd^- 
Bains, or Aixdn-Savoy, 108® to 116®. In the Pyrenees 
we hare the springs of Barhges, 87® to 118® ; Bagndres 
de Luohon 180® ; 8t. Saureur 94® ; Baux-Cbaudes ; 
Canterets ; and Baux Bonnes. As cold sulphurous 
springs there are those of Neudorf, in Bleototal 
Hesse ; of Eilsen, in Sohaumburg-Lippe ; of Meittberg, 
io lippe'Betmold ; of Harrogate ; and lastly, the 
springs of SandeQord, on the oo^ of Norway.
